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DETAILED ACTION 

Election/Restriction 

1 . Restriction to one of the following inventions is required under 35 U.S. C. 121 : 

I. Claims 1-19, drawn to methods of screening for compounds that bind to the 

somatostatin type-5 receptor and inhibit amylin release, classified in Class 435, 
subclass 7.21. 

IL Claims 20-22, drawn to a methods of treating hyperamylinemia comprsing 

administering a somatostatin type-5 agonist, classified in Class 514, subclass 2 

2. The inventions are distinct, each from the other because of the following reasons: 
Although there are no provisions under the section for "Relation of Inventions" in MPEP 

806.05 for inventive groups that are directed to different methods, restriction is deemed proper 
because these methods appear to constitute patently distinct inventions for the following reason: 
Groups I-II are directed to methods of screening for agonists or antagonists (Group I), or 
to methods of treating patients with receptor agonists (Group n). Each of the methods requires 
physically and functionally distinct elements. For example, the methods of Group II require 
treating a patient with an agonist, unlike the methods of Groups I. Detection protocols are 
required in the method of Group I, unlike the method of Group n, and vice versa. Lastly, each 
method is distinct because they require different starting materials, possess different method 
steps and assay conditions, and have different goals. These inventions are, therefore, patentably 
distinct, since one is not required for the other. 
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Because these inventions are distinct for the reasons given above, they have acquired a 
separate status in the art as shown by their different classification, and the non-coextensiveness 
of the search and examination for each group would constitute an undue burden on the examiner 
to search and consider all the separable groups with their recognized divergent subject matter, 
restriction for examination purposes as indicated is proper.
